Newsprint consumption dur- 
ing the first four months of 
this year was six and a third 
percent more than during the 
first four months of last year, 
Yaccording to the American 
Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion. 

This rise in consumption of 
the basic material out of which 
newspapers are made was due, 
says the ANPA, to a combination 
of somewhat higher newspaper 
circulation with a rise in con- 
sumer advertising. 

We have called attention re- 
peatedly in East Bay Labor 
Journal to the way American 
newspaper publishers are using 
tremendous quantities of news-

Labor's idea in Britain was to limit or abolish any cam- | 
paign advantage a rich man might have over a paor man. In 
that country, for example, the ordinary man doesn't own an 
automobile as he does in the U. S. So in Britain a man may! 
take members of his own family in his car to the polling place, | 
‘but must not offer a lift to anyone outside his own household, | 
unless his car is one that has been registered in advance for 
that purpose. 

This registration of cars to take voters to the polls is a| 
very serious business. It must be done well before the polling 
day. The number that can be registered for a candidate is 
limited to one car for every 2500 voters in a city constituency; 
it is one car per 1500 voters in a country district. And if a car 
breaks down on polling day it may not be replaced. 

A voter can't even be treated to a cigar or a drink. More- 
lover, if a candidate has made even a small loan to one voter 
six months before election date, that candidate is liable to be 
disqualified, so strict is the effort to prevent any money factor 
from influencing the minds of the voters. 

The amount of money that can be spent by a candidate for 
Parliament personally in a campaign is $280. His campaign 
manager can spend from $1600 to $1800, depending on the 
size of the constituency. 

United Press in reporting these details remarks: 

“Sturdy protection of the voter and assurance that his vote will 
be counted remain intrenched in British election laws and tradition.” 

But how about the voter for whom all this’ care is taken? 
Well, it seems to be the same in England as’ in this country: 
leaders of the Labor Party fear that the average voter is more 
interested in the outcome of a horse race, a football match, a 
lottery, or a boxing bout than he is in the result of the national 
election. That's one trouble no amount of legislation will 
remedy,
